COMING PRESIDENTIAL VISIT. LECTURER WAS B.A. BARUSKOV, VETERAN 
JOURNALIST/PROPAGANDIST FOR LENINGRAD ZNANIYE SOCIETY. THIS 

WAS FIRST TIME IN MANY WEEKS THAT THERE HAS BEEN NO COMMENT 
ON U.S.-SOVIET RELATIONS, AND IT MAH REFLECT MOSCOW'S 
PREFERENCE FOR SHORTER PROPAGANDA STRING IN FINAL DAYS BEFORE 
PRESIDENT'S VISIT. 

2. ON OTHER HAND, LECTURER DID NOT HESITATE TO DEPICT U.S. 

DIPLOMACY IN MIDDLE EAST AS DESIGNED SOLELY TO FURTHER ITS OWN 
INTERESTS. U.S. SAID TO BE CONTINUING ITS SUPPORT OF ISRAELI 
EXPANSIONIST AIMS. SECRETARY'S TRIP TO MIDDLE EAST CHARACTERIZED
